The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a method for endovascular 
occlusion of a blood vessel area, the method including, inter alia, providing a wire body 
comprising front and back ends and a section connecting the front and back ends, 
inserting the wire body into a catheter, mechanically pushing the wire body out of the 
catheter and abutting a first wall portion of the blood vessel area with a front end of the 
wire body, thereby column loading the wire body, and continuing to mechanically push 
the wire body out of the catheter, thereby curving the section of the wire body toward a 
second wall section of the blood vessel area; where the section is substantially straight 
in a predetermined unloaded shape when it is within the catheter.
